Governor  McNutt,  formerly  dean  pf, 
tire  Indiana  Law  School,  is  a  political 
champion  of  public  education.  When  he  - 
felt  the  taxing  system  of  Indiana  was 
falling  In  its  support  of  the  state- 
schools,  he  set  about  having  education¬ 
al  experts  devise  a  new  plan,  with  thp 
result  that  when  the  Indiana  Lpgislar 
ture  adjourned  last  March,  a  sales, tax. 
law  had  been  enacted  to  produce,  $18,- 
000,00  for  maintenance  of  schools  and 
teachers’  salaries.  This  guaranteed  each 
child  eight  months  school  under,  quali¬ 
fied  teachers.

Children- -  i 
are  born  and  grow  up  in  periods  pf  de¬ 
pression  as  well  ns  in  times  of  prosper¬ 
ity.  It  is  impossible  to  arrest  their  dp- 
velopment.  They  have  but  one  chance 
which  cannot  be  postponed.  Roads  and 
buildings  may  wait,  but  not  children.”
